The increase of 2-1 per cent, in August in the index 
number for all articles was almost entirely due to in- 
creases in the food groups, particularly cereals, the 
index for this group (96°3) being the highest recorded 
since August, 1980. For food as a whole the index 
number for August showed an increase of 64 per cent. 
on that for July, but prices of industrial materials were 
on the average slightly lower, continuing the down- 
ward tendency which began in March. 


The weekly index numbers which are compiled on 
the basis of prices during the period September 1-19, 
1931 = 100 (i.e. the three weeks prior to the suspen- 
sion of the gold standard in this country) showed sub- 
stantial increases in food prices in the first three weeks 
of August, a small decline in the fourth week and a 
slight rise in the week ended September 1. The index 
numbers for the five weeks ended with the period 
August 26-September 1 were 98°4, 100°6, 103-0, 102-4 
and 102-7, respectively. For industrial materials 
prices declined in the first and third weeks, but in- 
creased in the second, fourth and fifth weeks of the 
period, the index numbers being 109°6, 110-1, 109°5, 
109-6 and 109°8, respectively.

As compared with July there was a marked increase 
of 11:8 per cent. in the cereals group, due mainly to 
substantial rises in the quotations for barley, maize 
and imported wheat. A large seasonal advance in the 
price of eggs contributed to the increase of 5-9 per cent. 
in the meat and fish group, while the increase in other 
food (2:4 per cent.) may be attributed largely to higher 
prices of Danish butter and of onions. Among indus- 
trial materials there were increases in three groups 
and declines in three, the most important of the former 
being 1-7 per cent. for cotton and of the latter 2°5 per 
cent. for wool. 


As compared with a year earlier there was an in- 
crease of 6-7 per cent. in food prices. Cotton was 
12 per cent. dearer, while for ‘‘ other textiles ’’ and 
“other metals and minerals ’’ declines of 13-4 and 
86 per cent., respectively, were recorded. 


A comparison of the 150 price averages for August 
with those relating to July shows 64 increases and 32 
decreases, the 58 articles of food accounting for 36 of 
the former and 11 of the latter. Of the 36 increases

for food, 14 were of less than 5 per cent., 10 were of 
between 5 and 15 per cent., 7 were of between 15 and 
25 per cent., and 5 were of between 25 and 87 per 
cent. Of the 11 decreases 7 were of less than 5 per 
cent., and 4 were of between 5 and 10 per cent. 


The averages for industrial materials show 28 in- 
creases, all of which were of less than 6 per cent., and 
21 decreases, of which 18 were of less than 5 per cent., 
2 were of between 5 and 7} per cent., and 1 (calf skins) 
of 23 per cent. 


The table on page 402 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index. 


Of the cereals, quotations for which are included in 
the table, barley and maize were dearer by 28 and 25 
per cent., while increases of 10}, 84 and 7 per cent., 
respectively, were recorded for Canadian wheat, rice 
and flour. English wheat was 2 per cent. cheaper. In 
the meat group Argentine chilled beef was dearer by 
nearly 16 per cent., Scotch beef (short sides) by 4 per 
cent. and Danish bacon by 44 per cent. English 
mutton showed a drop of 74 per cent. and New Zealand 
lamb was slightly cheaper. Among “ other foods ’’ 
Danish butter rose 20 per cent., New Zealand butter 
44 per cent., and Cheddar cheese 9 per cent., while 
cocoa was cheaper by 6} per cent. 


Of the industrial ‘materials included in the table, 
the only variations in price in the iron and steel group 
were increases of about 2 per cent. for tinplates and 
tinplate and sheet bars, and a small decrease for boiler 
plates. Household coal (Nottingham best brights) was 
2 per cent. dearer, while among ‘*‘ other metals and 
minerals,’’ copper and tin were cheaper, the former by 
4 per cent., and lead and zine slightly dearer. In- 
creases of between 14 and 3 per cent. were recorded in 
cotton prices, and decreases of between 3 and 54 per 
cent. in wool quotations. Hemp was slightly cheaper, 
while there was a small rise (1 per cent.) in jute. In 
the miscellaneous group, rubber was nearly 6 per cent. 
dearer, and ox and heifer hides 94 per cent. cheaper. 


Items not included in the Table-—With regard to 
the commodities the prices for which are included in 
the compilation of the index but not shown in the 
accompanying table, there were increases in the food 
groups of between 19 and 30 per cent. in the different 
varieties of barley and 324 and 37 per cent. in the 
quotations for Danish and Irish eggs. Rosafé wheat, 
flour, oats, fish and onions were also considerably 
dearer. Among industrial materials the most notice- 
able variations were in the prices of leather, calf skins 
being 23 per cent. cheaper and certain hides from 
24 to 74 per cent. cheaper.

For some time the Exchange Control Department has with- 
held permits for the purchase of official exchange for goods 
imported between February 1 and November 29, 1933, 
pending discussions as to the method of liquidation to be 
employed. The Exchange Control Department is now issu- 
ing permits for the purchase of official exchange to liquidate 
debts in respect of such goods, and hope shortly to have 
issued permits to cover all applications that have already 
been submitted. Any United Kingdom firms having accounts 
outstanding in respect of goods imported during the relevant 
period, who are uncertain whether the debtor has registered

an application for official exchange with the Exchange Con- 
trol Department, should request the debtor to submit an 
application immediately, if he has not already done so. Such 
debtors will no longer be able to plead inability to obtain 
exchange at the official selling rate as an excuse for non- 
payment, save in exceptional circumstances. 

This opportunity to obtain sterling at the official tender 
rate may not be open for long, and action should be taken 
without delay. 


CONSULAR INVOICES FOR BRAZIL 


In connection with a recent enquiry the Commercial 
Secretary to the British Embassy at Rio de Janeiro 
has called attention to the fact that the Bank of Brazil 
usually requires details of the item covered by 
‘* freight and other charges ’’ on the consular invoice, 
The Commercial Secretary states that it is the practice 
of most shippers to include with the documents 4 
certified and itemised statement of freight, insurance 
and other charges. This statement should be vised 
by a Brazilian Consul. 


NEW SIAMESE BANKING AND INSURANCE 
ACT

GALLANTRY AT SEA 
THE KING’S RECOGNITION 


His Majesty the King has been pleased, upon the 
recommendation of the President of the Board of 
Trade, to award Silver Medals for Gallantry in Saving 
Life at Sea to Ahmed Bajawi and Mohamed Dababesh, 
of Jaffa, in recognition of their gallantry in saving life 
when the British s.s. ‘‘ Bilbeis ’’ stranded off Jaffa on 
March 5, 1934. 

The circumstances attending this rescue are as 
follows :— 

The British s.s. ‘‘ Bilbeis,’’ carrying a crew of 56 and 8 
passengers, stranded off Jaffa at about 5.45 a.m. on March 
5, 1934, when there was a moderate breeze accompanied by 
a moderate swell, and a dust haze over the coast. 

Shortly after the stranding the wind increased consider- 
ably and the sea rose rapidly. It seemed likely that the 
conditions would get worse. 

In view of the threatening weather the Master arranged 
for the passengers and the stewardess to be taken ashore by 
a Government launch. 

By 10.30 a.m. a strong westerly gale was blowing and the 
Master decided to land some of his crew by means of the 
ship’s lifeboats. The first boat, under the charge of the 
second officer, successfully negotiated the surf and her occu- 
pants, aided by local boatmen, landed safely. An attempt 
was made to send back some of the crew who had landed 
so that they might help to disembark the remainder of the 
crew, but the attempt failed; the boat was swamped, over- 
turned and smashed up by the heavy surf against the rocks, 
fortunately without loss of life. 


At about 11.40 a.m, a second boat was launched from 
the ‘‘ Bilbeis’’ under charge of the third officer, but this 
boat was not so successful as the first and one member of 
her crew in endeavouring to get ashore was carried away 
by the seas. Ahmed Bajawi, a local boatman, courageously 
swam out to the rescue, but he himself got into difficulties. 
Mohamed Dababesh, a lighterman, then gallantly swam 
out to the rescue of the two men who were in danger, and 
after great difficulty he succeeded in bringing them to shore 
with the aid of a lifebuoy which was flung to him from 4 
rock near by. 


Both Bajawi and Dababesh ran serious risks in going t0 
the rescue in such conditions.

REPORTS ON QUARRIES AND 
METALLIFEROUS MINES 


The Annual Report of H.M. Chief Inspector of Mines on 
the Inspection of Quarries and Metalliferous Mines during 
the year 1933 has now been published. This Report com- 
bines into one volume the reports of the Divisional Inspectors 
of Mines and Quarries under the Quarries Act, 1894, and 
the Metalliferous Mines Regulation Acts, 1872 and 1875. 

The Report deals primarily with matters affecting the safety 
of workers in the quarrying and metalliferous mining industries, 
but it also contains statistical and other information about em- 
ployment, output and value of minerals, the use of explosives 
and of electricity, etc. 

During the year 1933 there was a substantial increase in the 
output from quarries under the Quarries Act (i.e. quarries more 
than 20 feet deep), although the number of persons employed 
decreased slightly as compared with 1932. The number of 
quarries working during 1933 was 5,110 (approximately the 
same as in the previous year), the average number of persons 
employed was 66,000, and the total tonnage of mineral won 
was 674 million tons, valued at £12,800,000. A total of 250 
metalliferous mines was working during 1933, the average 
number of persons employed was 9,800 and the value of the 
minerals raised was £2,391,000. 

The Report gives detailed statistics of accidents and accident 
rates in both industries ; 46 persons were killed and 4,575 persons 
were injured and disabled for more than three days at quarries 
during 1933, giving a fatal accident rate of 0-70 per 1,000 persons 
employed and an injury rate of 69 per 1,000 employed. At 
metalliferous mines 11 persons were killed (1-12 per 1,000 persons 
employed); and 677 persons were disabled for more than three 
days by injury (69 per 1,000 employed). 

The Report reviews the chief causes of accident in detail, 
and gives short descriptiony of some of the accidents from which 
useful lessons can be learned for the future. These chapters 
constitute, as usual, a large part of the Report.

AMENDMENT OF MARKETING SCHEMES 


Mr. Ernest Brown, M.C., M.P., Secretary for Mines, 
announces that he has now approved amendments of the 
Central Scheme in force under the Coal Mines Act, 1930, in 
order to provide for separate allocations for the inland and 
export trades and for inter-district co-ordination of mini- 
mum prices. He has also approved amendments of the 


-District Schemes for Bristol, Somerset, Cumberland, North 


Staffordshire and Cannock Chase, to provide for separate 
allocations, and also in the case of the last-named district to 
strengthen the powers of the Executive Board in dealing 
with evasions of minimum prices. 

The amendments will become operative on January 1, 1935. 
The text of the amendments will be published in the 
‘‘ London Gazette ’’ dated September 14, 1934, and, in the 
case of the Central Scheme, also in the ‘‘ Edinburgh 
Gazette’’ of the same date.

COAL OUTPUT AND IMPORTS,

(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 


Canadian collieries produced 979,022 tons of coal in June, 
as compared with 698,951 tons in June, 1933, and with the 
five-year average for the month of 979,396 tons. 

Output during the six months ended June 30 totalled 
6,132,435 tons, as against 4,961,206 tons in the first half of 
1933. 

Imports of coal during the first half of 1934 amounted to 
5,200,923 tons, as against 3,931,979 tons in the first half 
of 1933. The past six months’ total included 1,485,296 tons 
of anthracite (586,930 tons from Great Britain) and 
3,714,500 tons of bituminous coal (106,511 tons from Great 
Britain). 

The output of coke during the half-year totalled 1,105,880 
tons, as against 808,810 tons during the corresponding 
period of 1933.

HELSINGFORS 

Finnish foreign trade in July was on much the same 
lines as in June. The seasonal decline in the import trade 
was slightly more marked than in 1933, but the value of 
imports still remained nearly 20 per cent. above the figure 
for July last year. Exports expanded only slightly over the 
high level reached in June and were therefore only about 
10 per cent. in excess of those in July, 1933. The surplus 
of exports was thus somewhat larger than in the previous 
month, though practically the same as a year earlier.

The main tendencies in the import trade remained the 
same as previously noted, namely, a comparatively small 
increase or even decline in imports of goods for immediate 
consumption and finished industrial products, and a consider- 
able increase in such raw materials as spinning materials, 
hides and skins, and minerals. Textiles and machinery both 
showed a continued improvement. Of special interest is the 
heavy increase in timber imported from the Soviet Union. 
The revival in the automobile trade is reflected in the in- 
creased figures under the heading ‘‘ means of transport.” 
Thanks to the increased demand and the better prices ob- 
tained for timber, wood goods have again assumed first place 
in the Finnish export trade, a position which in 1931 and 
1932 had been lost to paper and pulp products.

The July figures provide further evidence of the usurpa- 
tion by the United Kingdom of Germany’s former position 
as chief supplier of goods to Finland. Imports from the 
United Kingdom totalled 98 million marks in that month, 
or 23-4 per cent. of total imports. This was somewhat less 
than the total of 110-5 million mks and 24-9 per cent. for 
June, but still in excess of the total for July, 1933 (87-3 
million mks.). 

During the first seven months of 1934 imports from the 
United Kingdom reached 589-2 million mks., or 22-6 per 
cent. of total imports, as compared with 408-8 million mks. 
and 20-4 per cent. in 1933. Imports from Germany in July 
totalled 92-8 million mks., as against 88-9 million mks. in 
July, 1933, and for the first seven months of 1934 amounted 
to 543-3 million mks., or 46 million mks. less than from the 
United Kingdom. The total value of German imports 
during the first seven months of 1934 was slightly in excess 
of the same period of last year, but on a percentage basis 
was considerably smaller. 

Imports from the Soviet Union, the United States, 
France, Sweden, Belgium and other countries continued to 
increase. The only country from which there was a decline 
worthy of note was Brazil.

The development of the trade in British textiles is ex- 
tremely encouraging. If the figures for cloth, miscellaneous 
textile products and yarns are added together it will be seen 
that Finland, during the first seven months of the current 
year, took some 100 million mks.’ worth of textile products 
from the United Kingdom in face of local competition and 
at a time when the improvement in the import trade is 
largely confined to raw materials.

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised jn the daily press, show that in 
the first seven months of the year the value of imports 
from Great Britain amounted to 991 million francs, as 
against 1,172 million frs. in the corresponding period of 
1933, a decrease of 181 million frs., or 15-5 per cent. There 
was a rise in imports from Argentina, Finland, Japan 
(47 million frs.), and Sweden, but a fall in those from all 
other foreign countries separately classified in the returns.

The value of French exports to Great Britain in the 
period under review amounted to 872 million frs., as against 
926 million frs., a decrease of 54 million frs., or 5-8 per 
cent. There was a rise in exports to seventeen foreign 
countries, the largest increases being in the case of Ger- 
many (152 million frs.), Czechoslovakia (52 million frs.), 
Roumania (35 million frs.), Soviet Russia (32 million frs.), 
and the United States (80 million frs.). 

The value of French imports from foreign countries 
during the first seven months of 1934 was 11,006 million 
frs., as against 13,334 million frs., a decrease of 2,327 
million frs., or 17-5 per cent., and that of exports 7,003 
million frs. as against 7,031 million frs., a decrease of 28 
million frs., or 0-4 per cent. The value of imports from 
French colonies and protectorates amounted to 3,323 million 
frs., as against 3,987 million frs., a decrease of 664 million 
frs., or 16-6 per cent., and that of exports to 3,148 million 
frs., as against 3,401 million frs., a decrease of 252 million 
frs., or 7-4 per cent. 

French trade with foreign countries consequently showed 
an unfavourable balance of 4,004 million frs., as against 
one of 6,302 million frs. in the corresponding period of last 

year, and with the colonies and protectorates of 174 million 
frs., as against one of 586 million frs.

Hungary’s trade balance for May, therefore, closed with 
a surplus of imports over exports amounting to 2-1 million 
pengé, as contrasted with an export balance in 1933. 

In the first five months of 1934 imports into Hungary 
amounted to 136°3 million pengé (118-4 million pengé in 
1933), and exports to 156-1 million pengé (130 million pengé 
in 1933). 

There was a considerable increase in imports of wood, 
cut and sawn, as well as in metals, coal and artificial silk 
in May, 1934, as compared with May, 1933, while there was 
a heavy reduction in the import of jute. On the export 
side, maize, cattle, pigs, rye, eggs and horses suffered heavy 
reductions, but there were considerable increases in wheat, 
flour, semi-manufactured iron goods and feathers.

The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Tariff 
Regulations, 1934, assented to on July 18, which amend the 
previous preference regulations and provide that for the 
purpose of Customs Tariff preference in Barbados goods 
shall not be deemed to be manufactured in the British 
Empire unless at least 25 per cent. of their total value is 
the result of expenditure on materials grown or produced 
or of work done in the British Empire, provided that for 
certain specified goods the percentage of their total value 
which is the result of British Empire material or labour shall 
be 50 per cent. in certain cases and 75 per cent. in others. 
The list of such goods is the same as that in respect of which 
an Empire content of 50 per cent. and 75 per cent., respec- 
tively, has been enforced in the United Kingdom, except 
that the following articles have been added to the list of 
goods in respect of which the Empire content requirement is 
50 per cent. :—

CANADA 
EXPORT OF ARMS TO BOLIVIA AND 
PARAGUAY PROHIBITED 


Memorandum No. 777, issued on August 16 by the 
Dominion Department of National Revenue, states that the 
exportation or re-exportation from Canada to Bolivia or 
to Paraguay of arms, war materials, aircraft, aircraft 
engines, spare parts thereof, and munitions, has been 
prohibited by Proclamation.

Appraisers’ Bulletin No. 4236, issued on July 20 by the 
Dominion Department of National Revenue, contains the

Small blankets and other bedding for dolls’ beds or dolls’ 
carriages, which are designed for use by children as play- 
things and which are not adapted for practical use, are 
rated for duty as ‘‘ toys’’ under Tariff Item 624a. (Effec- 
tive on and after May 23, 1934.) 

Loose-leaf binders are rated for duty under Tariff Item 
623. 

Thread protectors of iron or steel, to protect the threads 
of iron or steel pipe, whether imported separately or im- 
ported attached to the pipe, are rated for duty under Tariff 
Item 446a. 

Fittings of iron or steel, for use on iron or steel pipes 
or tubes, whether imported separately or imported attached 
to the pipes or tubes, are dutiable under Tariff Item 400. 

Bobbin boards, quill boards and cone boards are of a class 
made in Canada and, therefore, not entitled to entry under 
Tariff Item 413. 

Axle shafts and springs for automobiles and motor 
trucks, whether for production or for service, are held to 
be of a class made in Canada and, therefore, liable to 
special or dumping duty.

IRISH FREE STATE 


IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN PNEUMATIC 
TYRES PROHIBITED 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the Control of 
Imports (Quota No. 1 and Quota No. 2) Orders, 1934, made 
under the Control of Imports Act, 1934, which prohibit as 
from October 1, except under licence, the importation into 
the Irish Free State of certain pneumatic tyres. For the 
purpose of these Orders the outer cover of a pneumatic tyre 
is deemed to be a pneumatic tyre and the inner tube is also 
deemed to be a pneumatic tyre. The Orders do not apply 
to pneumatic tyres imported together with a vehicle or the 
chassis of a vehicle as part of the normal equipment of such 
vehicle or chassis or to articles which have been produced 
in the Irish Free State and exported therefrom. 


Quota No. 1 Order applies to the following : —

(c) On all component parts (made wholly or mainly of iron 
or steel or a combination of iron and steel) of any 
such tanks, cisterns, drums, barrels and kegs as are 
mentioned in either of the foregoing paragraphs— 
15 per cent. ad valorem. 


The duty imposed by the above Order is in substitution for 
the 224 per cent. (Full Rate) and 15 per cent. (Preferential 
Rate) imposed by section 4 of the Finance Act, 1933 (No. 15 
of 1933). 


Order No. 45. 


Electric filament lamps consuming not more than 500 
watts, but excluding electric filament lamps which 
are, in the opinion of the Revenue Commissioners, de- 
signed, constructed and intended for use in hand 
lamps energised from a dry battery or for use exclu- 
sively for scientific or for medical or surgical pur- 
poses—75 per cent. ad valorem. 


The 20 per cent. ad valorem duty imposed under Emer- 
gency Imposition of Duties (No. 5) Order, 1932, is not 
chargeable on any article chargeable with duty under this 
Order. 


Both of the above Orders contain the following provision : 
Whenever the Minister for Finance, after consultation with 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce, so thinks proper, 
the Revenue Commissioners may by licence authorise any 
particular person, subject to compliance with such conditions 
as they may think fit to impose, to import without payment 
of duty imposed by this Order any articles chargeable with 
such duty either, as the Revenue Commisisoners shall think 
proper, without limit as to time or quantity or either of 
them or within a specified time or in a specified quantity.

CHILE 
IMPORT DUTY REDUCTIONS 


A recent Agreement between Chile and Spain provides, 
inter alia, for the reduction by 50 per cent. of the Customs 
duties levied on olive oil and tinned boneless sardines in 
pure olive oil, on importation into Chile. 


The reduced duties will be applicable to such goods 
originating in countries, including the United Kingdom, 
which are entitled to most-favoured-nation treatment in 
Chile. 


The reduced duties will be in force for a period of six 
months beginning on June 24 last. |

CHINA 
CONSULAR INVOICE REGULATIONS 


With reference to the notices under the above heading 
in previous issues of the ‘‘ B.T.J.,’’ the Commercial] 
Counsellor at Shanghai reports that the Chinese Customs 
announce that if the total f.o.b. value of one consignment 
of goods imported by one steamer for one consignee is above 
200 dollars Chinese currency, and if this consignment is 
covered by two or more bills of lading each issued in respect 
of goods valued at or below 200 dollars Chinese currency, 
the shipment in question must be covered by one Consular 
invoice. 


FRANCE 
MARKING OF VARIOUS IMPORTED GOODS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of September 1 contains 
three Decrees, dated August 29, which provide that the 
goods mentioned below may not be imported into or sold, 
etc., in France when of foreign origin unless they bear an 
indication of their country of origin in clear indelible Latin 
characters. This requirement comes into force on Novem- 
ber 1. It does not, however, apply to goods intended for 
re-export, and the sale, etc., of goods imported before 
November 1 will be permitted without marking provided 
that the seller indicates the country of origin on the invoice, 
The indication must be applied in the following ways :— 


BEepsprREADS, Etc. 


Bedspreads, bed covers, counterpanes, of cotton and rayon, 
pure or mixed with other textiles, completely made up or 
not.—The indication should be marked, printed, en- 
broidered or woven on a tab of tissue firmly sewn on all its 
edges on the internal surface of each article. 


GLASSWARE 


Hollow-ware of glass or crystal; glass bulbs for electric 
lamps, open and without fittings; graduated or gauged 
glassware; articles of blown glass and all unspecified articles 
of glass other than plate glass, mirrors, cast glass, window 
glass, watch glasses, spectacle or optical glass, vitrifications, 
glass tubes simply cut and photographic plates. The indica- 
tion is to be in clear indelible Latin characters. 


STANDS FOR PHOTOGRAPHIC APPARATUS 


Stands for photographic apparatus. The indication is to 
be punched on the head of the stand (part of the head sur- 
rounding the screw-thread). 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of September 2 also contains three 
Decrees, dated August 29, which require the indication of 
origin to be shown in the case of the following further goods 
in respect of which the requirement comes into force on 
November 2. 


Mincinc MAcuHINnEs, Freezers, Etc. 


Mincing machines, meat cutters, cutting machines, fruit 
pressers. The indication of origin is to be cast in relief on 
the stand or on the main body. 


Freezers. The indication is to be cast in relief on the lid 
(cover) or on any other important part except the handle. 


Stoves, Etc. 


Stoves; cooking stoves; gas heaters and gas stoves, 
enamelled or not; gas or hydrocarbon hot water or steam 
boilers, fitted or not with burners.—The indication should 
figure on each essential part: on each heating element in the 
case of boilers, on the main body for other apparatus and, in 
any case, on the burners for boilers and other apparatus. 


The indication should also be on each heating element of 8 
boiler, the main body of an apparatus or burner, imported 
separately, and. should be placed on the cover if the boilers 
or apparatus possess one. 


In the case of cast articles, the letters of the indication of 
origin should be in relief in a hollow provided for that pur- 
pose so that they project flush with the surface of the article. 


As regards articles of rolled metal, the indication should 
be stamped, and if the use of a stamp presents any difficulty, 
it should be. shown by means of a plate soldered round the 
entire circumference by means of autogenous welding or by 
a similar method, but not by ordinary tin soldering. 


In the case of articles of enamelled sheet iron, the indica- 
tion should be baked in with the enamel.

The size of the indication of origin should be sufficiently 
large to allow it to be easily seen, having regard to the size 
of the apparatus. 


PoTTERY AND FIREPROOF PrRopvcTS 


Bricks and tiles; refractory pottery of common clay; other 
refractory products; ordinary pottery; stoneware, ceramic 
paving tiles and blocks. The indication should be sunk or in 
relief on each article before baking. 


As regards stoneware pipes, it is laid down that the indica- 
tion is to be impressed near the flange. 


IMPORT OF CERTAIN CEREAL PRODUCTS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of September 7 announces 
that importers wishing to obtain licences to import into 
France, during the last quarter of this year, groats; 
semolina (coarse meal); pearled or hulled grain; flakes, 
grits and other similar products of cereals other than wheat, 
spelt and meslin (ex Tariff No. 76) which are subject to 
quota restrictions should send their applications on the 
prescribed form (in quadruplicate) to the ‘‘ Comité inter- 
professfonnel du contréle des importations, 28, boulevard 
Raspail, Paris (7e),’’ before September 25, giving par- 
ticulars of previous imports. A fee of 10 cts. per quintal will 
be charged to defray expenses. 


QUOTAS FOR CHEMICAL PRODUCTS: 
APPLICATIONS FOR IMPORT LICENCES 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of September 5 announces 
that applications for import licences for the last quarter of 
1934, in respect of those chemical products which have been 
made subject to import restriction since January 1 last, 
should be made by those importers who have not furnished 
particulars of previous imports, to the ‘‘ Office des produits 
chimiques, 101, rue de Grenelle, Paris,’’ before September 
30, giving particulars of imports during 1932. 


Importers who have already furnished particulars of pre- 
vious imports in connection with applications for licences 
during previous periods are not to make application until 
invited to do so by the ‘‘ Office des produits chimiques ”’ at 
the beginning of October. 


EXHAUSTION OF QUOTAS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of September 4 announces 
the exhaustion of the quotas fixed for the import of various 
goods into France until September 30, in consequence of 
which imports of such goods may not be resumed until 
further notice. United Kingdom trade is affected in the 
following cases :— 


Spectacles or eye-glasses, pince-nez or monocles, lorgnettes 
—from ‘‘other’’ countries, including the United 
Kingdom. 


Locks, nickelled or not—from ‘‘other’’ countries, in- 
cluding the United Kingdom. 


FRENCH WEST AFRICA 


IMPORT OF CERTAIN TEXTILES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ B.T.J.” of 
March 22, pages 461-2, regarding the institution of import 
restrictions on certain foreign (non-French) cotton goods 
in the ‘‘ non-conventional ’’ part of French West Africa, 
it should be noted that H.M. Consul-General at Dakar 
reports that imports of these goods for the territories of the 
Ivory Coast belonging to the ‘‘ non-conventional ’’ zone 
may be made through the port of Abidjan (Port-Bouet). 


GERMANY 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (AGREEMENT WITH 
HUNGARY) 


An Agreement between Germany and Hungary, modifying 
the First and Second Supplementary Agreements to the 
German-Hungarian Commercial Treaty, provides for the 
following alterations in the German Customs Tariff, with 
effect as from August 20, 1934.

IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reichs 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for July, 1934, at 8,225,600 metric tons (i.e. 
an increase of 10 per cent. over 74 million metric tons). In 
accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agreement of 
April 13, 1933, between the United Kingdom and Germany, 
the quota for the importation into the German Customs 
area of coal and coke from the United Kingdom for Sep- 
tember, 1934, has therefore been correspondingly increased 
from the minimum of 180,000 metric tons to 198,000 metric 
tons.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1935 


TEXTILES AT THE WHITE CITY 


The British Textiles Exhibition—the textiles section of 
the British Industries Fair—will, as usual, be held at the 
White City, London, from February 18 to March 1 next. 

This great exhibition has done much to stimulate the 
rapid progress which has been made in textile production in 
Great Britain in recent times. Year after year the scope 
of the exhibition has been extended, and to-day manufac- 
turers and merchants in most branches of textile production 
have come to regard it as the occasion for the release of 
their latest innovations in design and cloth structure and 
their novelties in made-up goods.

At the forthcoming exhibition Lancashire will demonstrate 
that she is still pre-eminent in the manufacture of high- 
grade cotton and artificial silk fabrics, while many famous 
manufacturers will provide a display of Scottish and York- 
shire woollens and worsteds which will command the interest 
of the most fastidious of buyers. Both Scottish and York- 
shire goods will be represented to an even greater extent 
than has previously been the case, and some of the leading 
merchants will be exhibiting West of England cloths and 
Irish tweeds. 


Irish linens of every character will be adequately repre- 
sented, while the two halls devoted to soft furnishings will 
contain a remarkable range of fabrics and made-up goods 
which will demonstrate the very great progress made in this 
branch of the industry during the last few years. 


The section of the exhibition devoted to men’s outfitting 
and ready-to-wear clothing which was inaugurated last Feb- 
ruary, is to be enlarged in 1935, and there is every indication 
that this important display will be thoroughly representative 
of the best men’s wear productions of the country. 


In the women’s fashion trade leading wholesale gown 
manufacturers will mark the opening of their season—which 
coincides with the opening of the exhibition—with a display 
of their latest productions in the fashion theatre at the 
White City. The hall adjoining the fashion theatre is de- 
voted to this branch of the trade, and it has most aptly been 
named ‘‘ Quality Street.’? Here exclusive models from their 
showrooms will be exhibited by West End gown houses in 
streets of novel shops specially designed for the purpose. 


As an architectural and decorative achievement the ex- 
hibition has already established for itself a very high reputa- 
tion. The scheme, which is now in course of preparation for 
February next, will register a further advance in exhibition 
production in keeping with the progress of the British textile 
industry which it serves. 

The Department of Overseas Trade has made arrange- 
ments under which visitors from overseas and those passing 
through Europe may obtain free passport visas and sub- 
stantial travel concessions varying from 10 per cent. to as 
much as 50 per cent. in the cost of fares by rail, sea or 
air.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
ZINC PRODUCTS 


Under the Additional Import Duties (No. 31) Order, 
1934 (S.R. & O., 1934, No. 979), issued by the Treasury 
on the recommendation of the Import Duties Advisory 
Committee, the Customs duty on zinc sheets, strip, 
plates, discs and circles, will, as from September 13, 
1934, be at the rate of £5 a ton or 15 per cent. of the 
value of the goods, whichever is the greater. 

The Committee state that steps have recently been 
taken to establish the zine rolling industry on a larger 
basis in this country, but that with the present inten- 
sive foreign competition the industry will have great 
dificulty in making progress unless it is afforded addi- 
tional protection. In making their recommendation 
they have given careful consideration to the interests 
of the users of these zine products.
